MISERIES OF A COMPOSI TOR-BY j 
ONE. I 

'■ We henr a good deal of the miseries 
of editors, but never of those of their 
hninble ciiajiitiirs, the compositors; ne- ‘ 
veriheless, the latter have their grievun- , 
ces, and the philosophy and temper with i 
which they are borne, are in strikingl 
Cull trust to Ihe irritable petulence of their 
siiperiois of the quill. | 

By your leave, Messis. Editors, I ivill | 
entimerale a few of the more manifold i 
of the compositors’ miseries . The em- 
ployment of a compositor is of a two fold 
nature — mechanical and mental. lie 
comniits to memory as much of his copv 
as can readilv ho letained by once read- 
ing rrver, and then proceeds to pick up 
the individual letters of which this por- 
tion is eoniposed, attending, at the same 
time, to ihe punctuation, spelling and 
grammar. To do this successfully re- 
quires undivided atteniion, a quick eye, 
a ready hand, and untiring patience. 
Under the most fav.irable circumstance*, 
this labor brings the compositor to a 
premature old age — his sight fails, his 
htmd becomes tremu ous, the sense of 
touch dulled, and the nerves lose iheir 
quickness and eneruy; this, with but 
few exceptions, is the necessarry and 
inevitable result of his employment. But 
in .addition (his, he is subject to many 
mi.'-eries from the ignorance, the caprice, 
or the carelessness ofaulho;s. 

The compositor has a certain number 
of squ.ares exacted from him as a day’s 
work ; this is expected, whether his copy 
be clear or obscure, legible or illegible, 
punctuated .jr not. Upon the.se circum- 
stances his earnings- his bread depends; 
and common humanitv would dictrte to 
au hors that their ministering servant, 
the comp"siior, should he assisted as 
mm h as possible in his humble labors 
for their present fame and future honor. 

Illegible copy is, perhaps, the compos 
itor's greatest misery, as it is frequently 
found in couildnaiion with every fault. 
This IS a universal failing, of which the 
liter ite and illiterate are alike guilty — 
in Ihe former it i.s inexcusably. Another 
grievous fault in authors is the allempt 
to oive force fo a feeble style, and clear- 

rioce -o nn’obsciii V one, In IlicAequent 
inirodiiction of ittalc words. This spoils 
the appearance of the printing, is alike 
insulting to the taste and discrimination 
of the reader, and is a sore evil to the 
pmseef the poor compositor, as the iltaic 
case <s often in a dis'ant part of the of- 
fice. This misery tries the temper more 
than ill.: iiielligihilily though not so seri- 
ous in its results — the former may arise 
fnan incapability, the latter, always 
from pre.'.uiiiplion and bad taste. 

.'\nother fault of third rale authors, 
and had f.ir ll'.u coniposi’or, they are by 
far the most numerous, i.s continually 
insulting llio capabilities of the King’s 
English with scraps of foreign langua- 
ges. This is the trick of the shallow 
pedant, who mistakes the acquisition of 
iiiiigiingcs for knowledge, and the display 
of them for wisdom. Its chief effect 
upon the compositor is, that if every let- 
ter, accent and dipihong, he not legibly 
marked, he makes mistakes; his besotted 
ignorance is such that the connection is 
here no aid to him. One more misery, 
and we have done with the dolorous cat 
aloiige. Some authors (and their name 
is Legion, for they are many) cannot tell 
how a senlei.ee will rend iHl they see it 
in print — then, indeed, its errors arc pal- 
pable, and they alter and amend with 
great zeal and preservarice, not reflect- 
ing that these alterations cost the com- 
positor trouble, lim« health and temper. 
Of those numerous prep.-.ralions, which 
are the result of sheer ingnorance, not 
rendered offensive by conceit or presump- 
tion, and which fall to the compositor’s 
'Unhappy lot to shape .nio form and .-ome- 
liness, we take no notice; they ore evils 
inseparable iVom his condition, and are 
frequently sufficiently amusing to com 
pensale, in some measure, for the loss 
they ecension. 

I 'I’he author whom the printer delights 
io honor, its one who writes legibly, with 
but few erasures or interlineations; 
whose punctuation is systematic, and 
may always be riepeniled upon; whose 
style is not inverted and unnatural, but 
flowing and easy, and readily retained 
in the memory; who uses italic spariiig- 
llv; foreign languages never; and who 
makes no alterations from copy in the 
proof sheet; such a man is the glory and 
pride of the printer— in him he sees no 
faults; Ihe broad mantle of his merits 
covers all minor defects, and though his 
principles may be abominable, and his 
purpose.s detestable, he is at least sure 
Ilf asoud word from the compositor.

'I'lie financial storni long since predict- 
ed by ibis j'lunial bas at last conimenced 
in good earnest, and begins now to be 
severely lelt. b'or a considerable time 
past a piesBiire for money has been ex- 
perienced in this metropolis, and within 
a few days it bas increased to a degree 
which bas made it the subject of general 
conversation and complaint. Men now 
perceive that their projects, sustained on 
the airy basis of too widely extended 
credit, are in danger of sudden ruin . A 
sense of general insecurity is awakened, 
and alarm and consternation are taking 
the place of that foolhardy spirit of specu- 
lation, which, but a little while ago. kept 
hurrying on from one niitd schume to an-, 
other, as if it possessed the fabled art of 
turning all it touched into gold. A com- 
mercial revulsion has commenced, and 
we fear, will not terminate, till it has 
swept like a tornado over the land, and 
marked its progress by the wrecks scat- 
tered in its (lath. 

Il is nlwayo to bo expected in this 
country, when an> thing occurs to create* 
extensive dissatisfaction, that newspaper 
writers, on one side or the other, will 
strive to turn it to the uses of parly; and 
we accordingly find, in the present in- 
stance, that the opposition journals seize 
the subject of the financial difficulties as 
a theme for declamation against the gov- 
ernment, and ascribe all our pecuniary 
embarras.sments to the inal-ndministra 
tion of public affairs Some, with .singu- 
lar contempt for the understanding of 
their readers, deal in mere generalities, 
and, in ull the worn out commonplaces 
of the political slang vocabulary, de- 
nounce the administration ns composed 
of a set of ignorant “linkers of the cur- 
rency,” or fraudulent speculators, who 
interfere with the financial arrangements 
of the country, for the purposes of pri- 



"rpreading consternation and ruin amongl 
the merchants. The banks themselves,! 
it is further affirmed, if payment of these 
orders should continue to be demanded 
in specie, will soon be exhausted of every ■ 
metalic dollar, and obliged to suspend the ' 
redemption of their notes. We very 
much fear that there is no exageration in 
all this. But where lies the blame? VVo 
are not content to stop at Mr. Woodbury, 
and shower undeserved obloquy upon 
him. We cannot cha'^go it to General 
Jackson; for we have no tvarrant for be- 
lieving he would assume such a fearful 
responsibility. We go further than this: 
we go to those enactments which make it 
obligatory on the Treasury Department 
to act as it is acting, which leave it no 
discretion; which compel it to derange 
the currency, to break up the foundations 
of commercial credit in this great city, 
and create all the widespread distress 
which, in the end, must result from the 
proceeding. One step further will show 
us the origin of those laws; and there wc, 
behold the very men who are now the 
loudest and angriest declaimers against 
these consequences ; the very party which 
is endeavoring to convert them into a fa- 
tal weapon against their opponents. To 
the act regulating the deposites of public 
money, and more particularly^ to the sup- 
plementary art, passed on the last legis- 
lative day of the sessioih ice impute all the 
mischief. 

Both these acts were conceived, and 
matured, and carried into elfect by the 
opposition, aided by such administration 
members as they could deceive with the 
illusory promises of advantage which the 
measures held out to the spirit of sec- 
tional rapacity. They considi red their 
carrying them a great party triumph. — 
They had public rejoicings on the occa- 
sion, with discharges of artillery, bonfires, 
and all the etceteras of such electioueer- 
ing pageants. They now beh ild the re- 
sult, or rather the commencemtnt of the 
end.

wide spread ruin they may occasion. In 
the same spirit they call upon the mer- 
chants to close their stores and counting 
rooms and go out into the streets as polit- 
ical missionaries, devoting themselves 
exclusively, for the next twenty days, to 
the business o electioneering, with a 
view ol putting down a corrupt adminis- 
tration, w h ch IS forever trying high-hand- 
ed experiments with the currency, and 
obstructing the sources of commercial 
prosperity. The day has been when the 
inereaniile men of this community suffer - 1 
ed themselves to bo infiamed by such ap-' 
peals, and acted in pursuance of such ad-, 
vice. But we trust that day is past, ne-i 
ver to return. i 

Another portion of the opposition pa-! 
pers, with more respect for the intelli- 
gence of their readers, endeavor to fortify' 
their charges ngmosl the abministralion 
by explaining the mode in winch they 
conceive il to be the author of the pres- 
ent difficulties. By some of these, all the 
embarrassments ol the money market 
are traced to the order of the Treasury 
Department, requiring payment for pub- 
lic lands to be made in specie. This may 
do very well as a reason to be urged by 
those wise j-otirnalisis who are ever ready 
to shape their political economy to the 
exigencies of parly; but will hardly sat-- 
isly readers ol so much intelligence as' 
to demand that the cause shall be ade-i 
quate to the eflect. Any one who will 
give the slightest attention to the statis- 
tics of the land sales, and who wilUeflect 
what a vast amount of purchase an in- 
considerable sum in specie will pay, in 
its necessarily constant and rapid circu- 
lation from the land office to the neigh-! 
boring bank, and Irom the bank btick to 
tne land office, must be perfectly satisfied' 
that the regulation in question cannot' 
have had any perceptible effect in pro-’ 
ducing the general financial pressure 
now experienced. i 

1 here is a third class of opposition 
wriler.s who, like the others, imputing all 
the difficulties to the administration, vet 
find out an eiitiroly different and much 
more adequate cause. These impute it! 
entirely to the Treasury orders, issued to 
various banks in different parts of the U- 
nion against the public funds collected on 
deposite in the banks of this city. By 
the natural course of trade, New York is 
the great money market and storehouse 
ol bullion fir the entire confederacy. At 
this port, four filths ot the whole revenue 
of the country arc collected, and would 
here accumulate, affording a substantial 
basis of credit and reciprocal accommo- 
dation to those who pay it, were it not for 
that “tinkering with the currency” which 
subverts the natural order of things. To 
this extent we sincerely go with those 
who are declaiming against the covern- 
ment. Wo agree with them that the con- 
dition ol affairs, ns established by the laws 
of trade, is deranged by government in- 
terference, and that the treasury orders, 
which have the effect to cause a sudden 
dispersion of the public funds accumula- 
ted m this citt , and to dram the specie 
from the vaults of our hanks, sendin>r it 
hither and thither, and for a time, entTre- 
ly destroying its use, as a foundation of 
commercial credit, gre the immediate: 
cause of the prevailing distress. So far 
the opposition writers have our concur-, 
rence; but not one step beyond, because,' 
further than this, they are not supported 
by truth. Let us look calmly at the facts, 
and see whore justice must attach the 
blame. | 

The complaint is, that .Mr. Woodbury,* 
directed perhaps by the Executive, issues 
Treasury Orders to banks at various dis-‘ 
tant points, whieh tliey present to the 
banks in this city, in many cases de-j 
inamling specie, thus compelling those 
ins'itoiioMS sni.b.nly to rcirenJii, and! 



We assert that the Secretary of the 
Treasury cannot possibly act otherwise 
than he is now acting, lie donbtlcs-< 
sees, and knows, and laments, the con e- 
qnences of the orders issued f;om his de- 
partment; but he h.is no power to wilb- 
bold them. The Pre.sidcnt tlie United 
Stales has no power t<i forbid their being 
issued. Il is done in plain pursuance of 
the poshive provi-^ions of the deposite 
law and its supplementaiy rider — laws 
devised by the aristocracy, carried by the 
aristocracy, rejoiced at by the aristocra- 
cy. Fain would the President have in- 
terposed his veto, but they were made to 
assume such a shape as obviated ihe con-' 
stitutional objection, and, in the delusion 
of tlie moment, loo many of the democrat- 
ic parly had joined their opponents to 
render such a stop of any avail. The 
bills were signed — signed with a strong 
prraantinipnt . or rntbor a clear foresight 
of the evils they would occasion; and the 
event affords another forcible illustration 
of the sagacity of that great man w hom 
tlie people,, in a happy hour, selected to 
guide the affairs of slate. Other warn- 
ing voices foretold the ruin that would on-, 
sue. The views of Mr. Van Buren were! 
well known at the time, and were imme- 
diately after very clearly expressed. In 
the House of Representatives Mr. Carn- 
breleng rai.scd his adm mitory v.iicc, and 
predicted Ihe very state of things which 
now exists. But all in vain. The op- 
position drowned remonstrances with 
clamor. They won to ilveir side section- 
al politicians by the hopes which they! 
excited of local advantages. Thev car- 
ried the measure; and now they expe- 
rience its effects. Not thev only.un-! 
fortunately; but those who opposed the- 
mad, corrupting scheme. The wholei 
people feel the effects, and are doomed to* 
feel them with far greater intensity be- 
fore many months are pas'. 

The supplementary law to which we 
have alluded renders it the il itv of the' 
Sccrcta.'v of iheTreasury to make “trans- 
fers from banks in one Slateor Territory 
to banks in another S.a’e or Territory,' 
whenever such tran.fers Diay be required, 
in order to prevent large and inconve- 
nient accunmlitli'Uis in particular places, 
or in order to produce a due equality and 
just proportion, according to the provi.^- 
ions of said act" — namely, the Deposite 
.\ct. 'i'he “due proporikm and just 
eiiuality” required liy the prot ision.s of 
that act, is a division, on ihe fir.-t of Jan- 
uary next, of the surplus revenue among 
the states in proportion to their respective, 
representation in the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United S'aies; 
and, in the meanwhile, the Secrciarv of | 
the Treasury is directed to m. ike r.iu-- I 
fers from slate to slate, according to th.it 
scale o' distribution, and not to suffer to 
remain in any one deposite bank an a- 
mount excaeding threo-fourlbsuf its capi- 
tal. Thus this wise law obliges him to 
stand in a posture of perpetual vigilance, 
and keep carting the public money about 
troin bank to bank, the moment the course 
of business places in any institution a 
single dollar beyond the limitation of the 
law. The evil, then, springs from the 
law and those who made the law, and not 
Irom the Secretary of the Treasury, 

As for the fact that specie is demanded 
ot the^ banks in New York in payment of 
the Treasury orders, the opposition have 
again only their own party to thank. It is 
a notorious fact that a rnajoritv of the 
several directors of nme-tenth's of the 
banks in the United Slates are members 
ef the opposition. The Treasury orders 
are issued in the usual form, and it i.s left 
entirely discretioiniry with the banks in 
whose favor they ore issued to make such 
arrangements with the banks on which 
the orders are drawn as shall be most for 
the convenience and interest of all par- 
ties concerned. This is a matter w ith 



which the Secrctaty of tho Treasury has.' 
of right, nothing to do. He is bound to ' 
act according to the invariable u.sage of 
the Department ; and if the opposition di- j 
rectors of a distant bank choose to de-, 
mand specie of a New York bank, for the i 
purpose of embarrassing the institution,! 
crippling its means of accommodating its 
customers, and thus spread confusion and , 
panic through the community, we know 
of no w'ay in which Mr. Wootlbury can 
interfere to prevent the result. He but' 
obeys the provisions of a law which clear- 1 
ly prescribes the mode in which ha is tol 
act. That he bas cverv disposition so: 
to discharge bis imperative duties as to 
mitigate as much as possible the hardship, 
of their necos.snrp effect on the inorcan-1 
tile community, no man can enti rlain a 
reasonable doubt. He has expressed 
himself, as we sec staled iu the Journal 
of Commerce of this morning, ready to 
arrange the disiribuliun of toe surpluS| 
revenue in an\ manner, consistent with: 
the law, which shall best subserve the in-; 
ileresis of trade, and promote stability in! 
: the money market. That paper says, 

‘ no more drafts will he issued at present, 

. and some already issued and Iniiismilled 
I to distant places, will be countermanded. 
It devolves on the deposite banks hereto 
to point nut to the Secretary the inauner 
by which, in their opinion, the objects of 
the law can be most conveniently ac- 
complished.” But the immediate caiise 
of the financial embarrassments is in the 
law itself, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury, execute its provisions in what 
mode he may, cannot prevent commer- 
cial distress. In the meanwhile, iht; con- 
dition into which the community are 
thrown by a few drafts upon our b.inks for 
specie, is a forcible illustration, added to 
tho many which had been prcviouslv af- 
forded, of the beauties of that banking 
system of e.xclusive privileges by which 
the people have so long suffered them- 
selves to be opnressed. 

But the first, great, and all important 
cause of the pecuniary distress lies much 
'l®epcr than any which the opposition 
papers assign. It is neither the Treasu- 
ry order in relation to the public lands, 
nor the Treasury orders on deposite 
banks. These la.sl have, at the very- 
worst, but precipitated an evil, which, 
bad no such orders been issued, or no 
transfers in any way made, could by no 
possibility have been long averted. It 
would have come next winter, ami with 
a pressure Sreatly augmented by the de- 
lay . Il would liave fallen, like an ava- 
lanche, at the very season when revul- 
sion is more fatal, because then the larg- 
est ammounts of payments are to bo 
made. 'I'he distribution law takes offecl 
in January, and had not the necessity of 
complying with the conditions of the sup- 
plementary bill given the present harsh, 
but salutary check to speculation, the 
amount of credit, now so prodigiously in- 
ffated, would have been still further ex- 
tended, and the shock of a sudden explo- 
6i.->n would have been far more fearful and 
disastrous.

Look at the 
present state of the eountry. When did 
it ever before present such a spectacle of 
prodigiously distended credit? When 
did such a fever of speculation madden 
the brains of whole communities? When 
did all sorts of commodities bear such 
enormous prices? And when, at the 
same time, was there ever such vast 
consumption — .such proiligality, wasteful 
ness, and unthinking profusion? Is the 
treasury order the cause of this? Alas, 
it is one of its remote consequences. 
What filled your treasury to such over- 
flowing, that some cimning politician was 
prompted by a consideration of the exu- 
berance to devise the scheinoof distribu- ! 
tion? Speculation. What excited that! 
spirit of speculation? The sudden and 
enormous increase of bank capital, and 
the corresponding inflation of bank cur- 
rency. In the last eighteen months alone 
nearly one hundred millioits of bank cap- 
ital have been added to Ihe previous a- 
mount. Examine the following bank sta- 
tistics, derived from sources believed to 
bo accurate, and see how prodigiously 
and rapidly our system of bank credit 
has been swollen:

and wove in a particular manner. Tire gores are 
united by a cement invented by Mr Gieen, of a 
nature so tenacieus as to prevent all chance oL 
separaiioit. 1 1 coittaiiis 70,000 cubic feet of gas. 
The inflation was under the. direction of Me 
Uulchineon. 'I'his alons is said to have cost’ 
JC70. The peculiarly heavy state of the atmos-^ 
phere prodocerl a weight of condensed air npom 
Ibe surface of the balloon of neatly half a ton, 
hut so highly rarified was the gas, that the bal- 
loon w’as suflrciently buoyant to have taken rip 
ewenty people.
